These representations, ‘itis contended, have bean ignored by the Govern- . 


ment: whereas China Coast officers. feel they should have been ‘the first 
‘to’be cofisulted since the regulations | 80 closely affect them. 


“One-of the chief bones ‘of contention,” one skipper told a “China

The new regulations published in the “Government G azette” differ 
very little, it appears, from the draft sent out by the Government. The 
words; “this obligation is imperative and no discretiom may be exercised 
as to-whether-to resist or not,” which proved! so obnoxious to China 
Coast officers, have been deleted from the first regulation, which now 
merély lays down that.“it is the duty of the master and other certi- 
ficated officers, to resiat to ‘the umost any piratical attack.” 

The Government have. also, ‘deleted ‘clause 8 of the draft which 
stated: “Officers who for any: reason'are considered by the Governor in 
Council to be tinfit to take part in ‘the defence of the ship shall not be 
perinitted to sign’ on the ship’s articles and if they have signed ‘they 
shall cease to be employed aa officers on the ship.” “To this also the 
officers took strong 0 objection. 

The regulation regarding the exercising of guards has been some- 


what amended but in most.other respects the craft has been adhered to. '
